It may be assumed that Senator Works 
will be willing to ald his constituents by 
contending for a retention of the present 
duty on citrus fruits, on wool and on wine.

Can it be that woman, -lovely woman, 
will only throw off the shackles of one odl- 
ous tyranny to become the victim another 
despotism, almost as hateful?

SCIENCE PROGRESS. 

_ Experiments are being constantly made 
in France to observe reactions in the elec 
tric spark. M. Salmon has an arrangement | 
for passing the electric spark between two 
electrodes, each pierced by an axial channel, 
so tkat the gas passes through one channel 
and the products ef the reaction escape by 
the other one. In this way ‘he formed cya- 
nogen as the result of a combination of 
carbon and nitrogen. M. Sabatier has an 
analagous arrangement, consisting of two 
hollow carbons. In this apparatus the syn- 
thesis of acetylene, in a current of hydro- 
gen, and of ammonium cyanide in ammonia 
gas, can be effected. Among the curious 
results noted was that with a current of ; 
ninety volts and fifteen amperes, absolutely 
dry nitrogen gives no appreciable cyanogen, 
while hydrocyanic acid is formed when the 
nitrogen is a little damp of rinsed with 
hydrogen or a hydrocarbon. (Comp. rend., 
eli, 1328.) | 

The color of the efflorescence of bricks is 
generally white, but sometimes yellow or 4 
green, and is usually seen on red bricks. In 
time it spreads over a whole building and 
gives it a dusty appearence. It is formed 
when the brick contains soluble salts, gen- 
erally sulphates; but sometimes chlorides. 
When the bricks absorb water it evaporates 
on the surface, leaving Ahe salts. These sol- 
uble salts may have been in the clay; in 
the water used to wet the clay, or in the 
mortar. Sometimes these salts are formed 
in firing the brick by the sulphur dioxide 
gas from sulphurous coal. To avoid this, if 
the clay contains the salts, it should be well 
washed, or be left exposed.to the rain for a 
year. If the clay contains pyrites, four and 
one-half pounds of barium chloride, or twen- 
ty-two pounds of barium carbonate, should 
be added to the water for each ton of clay. 
(Bull. Soc. D’Encour, cxiv, 455.) 

Chemical experiments have been made, 
using the sup as the source of heat. A pla- 
no-convex lens of forty cm. diam., and five 
cm. focal length is used to concentrate the 
sun's rays on the substances, which are 
placed in a magnesia crucible. Pieces of 
copper and cast iron were melted at once; 
and crystallized silicon which has a melting 
point 1450 deg. C., was melted in a few 
seconds. The air was exhausted from the 
crucible. A thermo-junction in the center 
of the crucible showed 1030 deg. C. in vacuo, 
but only 575 deg. C. when unexhausted. If 
the crucible is made of glass, the heat can 
be focused directly on the substance itself, 
in which case the very refractory container 
(magnesia) is not necessary. (Ber. Deutsch. 
Chem. Gesell) 

The Rev. de Metall., vil, 1190, reports the 
operations of an electric furnace producing 
fifteen tons of metal. In it hematite, mag- 
netite and clay-ironstone were reduced, with 
either wood, coke or anthracite coal. Finely 
powdered mineral was handled as efficiently 
as briquettes. Analyses showed 0.08 per 
cent. of carbon, 0.10 manganese, 0.02 silicon, 
0.02 sulphur, with traces of phosphorus. 
Each of the metals from the various ores— 
haematite, magnetite and clay-ironstone— 
appeared to be virtually identical and had 
a perfect similarity to the finest Swedish 
iron. 

Inks composed of organic coloring matter 
or of lampblack (blue, red, violet and print 
ing inks) disappear on incineration, while 
inks composed from an tron salt, such as 
are gcnerally used in Europe, leave a red- 
brown :icsidue of ferric acid, so that the 
traces of w: ting become quite visible in the 
ashes of completely burned paper, and many 
interesting documents, which were accident: 
ally or purposely consumed, have thus been 
reproduced. (La Nature No. 1759, 13.) 

A new remedy for burns is this: Make a 
lukewarm poultice either with the dry 
yeast of grain or the wet yeast of breweries. 
Apply it as quickly as possible, It stops the 
pain and hastens healing. The scientific 
explanation is that the cellules of the yeast 
absorb the bacterial poisons. (La Nature, 
No. 1959, 13.) 

Vaseline, in the ordinary semi-fluld state, 
is a perfect insulator, with a dielectric con- 
stant 1.97. Vaseline is also stated to act as. 
a medium containing free ions, whose mobil- 
ity is zero in the semi-fluid state, but ob- 
i in the liquid state. (Comp. rend. 
cli, b3.) 

The Eiffel tower, under the influence of 
the sun, moves quite perceptibly every day. 
This movement at the top of the lightning 
conductor is the same as it was in 1896 
and varies from three to seventeen cm.,, ac 
cording to atmospheric conditions. The mo- 
tions are said to be occasioned by the sun 
because they change in direction with the 
seasons. (Mon. Scientifique, xxiv, 7b4.)
